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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment and written response filed on September 24, 2004 has been entered and 
considered. 

2. Claims 6 12-13 and 15 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1 , 7 and 10 have been amended. 

4. Upon entry of amendment, the rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

7. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7: please replace "the data compression and the inverse transform of the data 
compression are wavelet transform and inverse wavelet transform" with "the predetermined data 
transform is wavelet transform and the inverse transform of the predetermined data transform is 
inverse wavelet transform". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-5, 7-11, Hand 16 are allowed.
